Accident to tho A r a n s a s W a s a W o n ­ 
derful Marine Mishap. 
Vineyard 
Haven, 
M ass., May 
8.— 
W ith the arrival here of the tua P a ­ 
tience cam e the new s of one of the 
m ost rem arkable m arine disasters In 
the history of V ineyard sound shipping. 
The Joy line steam er A ransas, bound 
from Boston for New York, WAS struck 
by the coal laden barge Clendower, In 
tow from Philadelphia for Boston, and 
sunk less than fifteen m inutes later. 
Out of forty-seven passengers and a 
crew of tw enty-nine on the steam er, 
m ost of whom were asleep at the tim e 
of the collision, only one life was lost. 
Miss M am ie Keller, tw enty-seven years 
of age, residence unknow n, was m iss­ 
ing w hen the roll of passengers w as 
called. 
T he scene of the collision Is I 
about a m ile and a h alf sou th -so u th - | 
east of Pollock Shoals lightship.
